Dr.  Thomas  8.  Adams,  of  Nfw 
Haven.

Mr.";,  Maude  Hammond'.s  paper  on 
10  .SpintueL«;.'  in  which  she 
outlined  the  developnient  of  thl.s 
form  of  mufslcal  expression  from  its 
earliest  inception  down  to  the 
present,  was  tbe  feature  of  the 
Beliubert  Club  mettinc  thl^  week. 
In  tha  f«na  ot  rtayttunlc  bet^ta  on 
the  tom-toms  by  the  native  Afri- 
cans the  spiritueLs  originated,  and 
passed  from  this  to  the  fervent  ex- 
pre-s,slon.s  of  Biblical  phrases  as 
given  by  the  American  negroes  in 
later  years,  and  still  later  to  the 
forms  arraoced  by  modern  writers. 

"Negro  spirituals  differ  from  folk 
scats  of  othf  ^  peoples  in  that  they 
are  sung  In  harmony."  said  Mrs. 
Hammond.  "The  negro  voice.s  may 
be  overloud.  even  a  bit  strident,  but 
are  never  discordant.  Take  any 
four  negro  boys  and  ninety-nine 
times  out  of  a  hundred  you  have 
a  quartette.  As  mticta  cannot  be 
said  for  the  poetry  as  for  the 
musle,  ttaalr  knowledga  of  bgUsh 
words  belBg  so  limited  that  the 
repetition  becomes  monotonou.s.  He- 
brew parapihra.ses  are  frequently 
used.  These  are  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  the  Bible  wa.s  then 
the  chief  source  of  material." 

As  an  instance,  the  speaker  cited 
what  the  nefro  bards  did  to  the 
story  of  the  Onidflalen.  when  they 
fuMd  it  with  their  own  pathos  in 
There?"  Much  of  the 
poetry  waa  the  negro.s  innate  ex- 
pression of  hl«  own  emotion  and 
experience,  and  out  from  thl.s  came 
the  piercing,  lyrical  cry,  "Some- 
thnes  I  feel  like  a  motherless 
child."  Or  perhaps  the  singer  was 
in  the  opposite  mood  and  there  wa.s 
created  "Sometlmas  X  feel  like  an 
eagle  to  de  air"  or  "I'm  going  to 
lay  down  my  heavy  load."  Colonel 
Hlggin.son  wrote,  "Never,  It  .seem.s 
to  me,  .since  man  first  lived  and 
.sufferetd.  wa.s  his  uiflnlte  longing 
for  peace  utt.ered  more  plaintively 
than  In  the  Une,  'i  He  in  -.e  grave 
and  I  stretch  out  my  arms'." 

This  address  by  Mrs.  Hammond 
was  much  appreciated  by  th.-  schu-

The  Japanese  Government  reasserts  that 
Japan  enterUlns  no  territorial  alms  or  ambitions, 
but  the  welfare  and  safety  of  Manchuria  and  its 
accessibility  lor  general  trade  are  a  matter  of 
"deepest  tntereet  and  of  quite  extoaordtaiary  Im- 
portance to  the  Japanese  people."  The  reply  ends 
with  the  following:  "At  the  present  juncture 
When  the  very  existence  of  our  Natkmal  Policy 
Is  Involved  It  Is  agreeable  to  be  assured  that  the 
American  Oovemment  is  devoting  in  friendly 
spirit  such  sedukms  care  to  the  eorreet  mM>r«- 
elatl^  of  the  •ttoatton.*'

No 
nation  has  complained  less  of  hard  times  than 
Britain  Their  voluntary  efforts  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  the  situation  are  comparable  to  the 
national  sacrifices  which  they  made  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  Great  War  Then  they  led 
all  the  nations  in  the  volume  of  their  effort.  Just 
as  they  are  again  showing  an  exMOple  to  the 
woiM  In  the  way  to  overeome

Under  tiie  abovp  tiUe  Mr.  J-  Lambert  Payne 
contributes  an  artlcl#to  TlW 'Montreal  Oasette 
which  deals  with,  to  quote  his  own  words,  "our 
thoiiRhtless  and  rather  appaUlng  prodigality.  In 
the  last  four  decades."  The  moral  of  what  he 
has  to  tell  In  this  regard  Is  that  penitence  for 
past  mistakes  may  help  us  to  avoid  repetition  of 
them  in  the  future.  In  reviewing  the  situation  he 
finds  that  a  very  large  expenditure,  a  good  deal 
of  which  wa.s  borrowed  money,  "must  be  chafKed 
up  to  sheer  loss."  Perhaps  this  Is  an  exaggera- 
tion, but  What  is  undoubted  truth  is  that  vast 
outlays  have  been  made  in  this  Dominion,  at  the 
expense  of  the  taxpayers,  which  could  never  have 
been  expected  to  produce  «economic  returns. 

Canada  has  .suffered  from  a  conflict  between 
the  political  and  the  economic  mind,  In  which 
tl^e  former  has  almost  Invariably  won.  The 
political  mind  ha.<»  been  obses.sed  with  the  popu- 
larity of  expenditures.  The  economic  mind  has 
been  concerned  about  their  usefuhsess.  The  pub- 
lic attitude  towards  the  proce.ss  of  expenditures, 
what  Mr.  Payne  calls  the  "spilling  of  milk,"  has 
ahMVi  been  myopic  and  foolish.  "Yes,"  says  the 
average  taxpayer,  according  to  Mr.  Payne,  "I 
know  a  lot  of  milk  is  being  wasted,  and  It  ought 
to  be>topped;  but  it  isn't  my  milk.  It  Is  the 
municipality's  milk,  the  province's  milk,  the  Do- 
minion's milk.  Why  should  I  cry  about  it.  Let 
thoee  who  are  losing  the  milk  do  the  mourning. 
If  they  keep  on  spllllnB  milk,  so  much  the  worse 
for  them."  "This,"  says  Mr.  Payne,  "is,  of 
course,  iheer  Insantty;  for  the  truth  Is  Indubit- 
able that  the.se  undisturbed  taxpayers  have  to 
pay  for  every  penny's  worth  of  spilled  mlik.  That 
this  should  not  be  unlrersally  realised  Is  one  of 
the  most  ama/inR  thlnRS  in  our  community  life; 
yet  It  is  fundamental  in  the  matter." 

Mr.  Payne  points  out  how  the  funded  debt  of 
municipalities  has  reached  a  round  bllUon  The 
debt  of  the  provinces  la  also  a  billion.  The  cap- 
lUI  UabUlty  of  the  Dominion  Is  throe'  billions. 
The  total  of  borrowlnR,  in  these  connections,  has 
been  five  billions,  whereas,  thirty  years  ago,  ^ 
did  not  exceed  9800,000.  It  Is  true  that  the  cost 
of  the  war  intervened,  a  sum  of  $1,500,000,  but, 
says  Mr.  Payne,  of  the  remaining  three  and  a 
half  MlUons.  "tttere  Is  ample  room  for  the  sos- 

plclon  that  In.stcad  of  standinK  for  .sound  a-'^sets 
much  of  it  must  be  charged  to  spilt  milk  account. 
It  may  be  Just  as  true  thit  a  oorreepondlng 
wastape  has  taken  place  In  the  year  to  year  ex- 
penditures Of  these  various  bodies  out  of  rev- 
enues." ' 

There  is  at  Ica.st  a  billion  dollars  that  can  be 
defljaitely  assigned  to  the  spilt  milk  account.  Mr. 
Payne  says  that  when,  at  the  beginning  of 

the  current  century,  a  commencement  was  made 
to  throw  two  additional  railways  across  the  con- 
tinent, "we  began  one  of  the  Mggest  mllkHpU- 
llng  demonstrations  In  the  experience  of  any 
country  under  the  sun."  It  took  until  1916  to 
discover  that  there  was  not  more  than  enough 
traffic  for  one  such  road.  In  this  year  of  grace 
tine  country  flnds  Itself  saddled  with  fixed 
charges,  for  railways,  of  $100,000,000  per  aAnmn. 
The  Hudson  Bay  Railway  is  another  example.  It 
has  coet  to  dilute  $65,000,000,  and  may  well  cost 
$100,000,000  More  it  is  in  operation.  'Before 
1940  Is  reached*"  lays  Mr.  Payne,  overy  dollar  of 
that  large  outlay  may  have  to  be  charged  to 
split  milk  account."  The  moral  of  all  this  is 
summed  up  by  Mr.  Payne  as  follows: 

"If  three  years  of  acute  commercial  contrac- 
tion has  taught  us  anything,  ii  should  be  that 
there  Ii  a  direet  relation' between  this  spilling  of 
milk  and  our  ^H'onomlc  troubles;  and  that  ought 
to  chasten  us  into  sobriety  and  prudence.  We 
cannol  borrow  Uideflnltely.  althoi^  we  seem  to  |

Weather  vagaries  have  been  the  rule  rather 
than  the  exception  through  the  centuries.  All 
mans  Ingenuity  cannot  forecast  the  manifesta- 
tions of  nature.  On  December  29,  Adelaide. 
South  Australia,  experienced  its  hottest  day  in 
seventy  years  The  temperature  stood  at  114.3 
degrees  In  the  shade.  Policemen  on  traffic  duty 
had  to  be  relieved  every  half  hour.  Factory 
workers  fainted,  and  many  factories  had  to  be 
closed  altogether.  Hoses  were  kept  running  in 
oil  depots  to  prevent  fires.  Animals  hi  tlie  Zoo 
were  constantly  .sprayed  with  water.  Adelaide's 
previous  highest  temperature  was  116.3  degrees 
in  January,  IMt. 

The  war  against  religion  in  Russia  is  being 
intensified.  Here  Is  a  quotation  from  a  Moaeow 

newspmMr:  "The  Godless  of  Leningrad  have 
won  a  greit  victory  on  the  front  of  the  war  for 
Culture.  They  have  turned  the  nest  of  TSariem 
and  serfdom  into  a  hearth  of  culture  and  fight- 
ing Atheism.  The  Godless  of  Moscow  must  fol- 
low their  example  and  also  destroy  the  nest  of 
reaction,  the  so-called  Church  of  Christ  the 
Saviour,  transforming  it  into  a  fortress  of  vic- 
torious Atheism."  The  vast  bulk  of  the  Russians 
are  still  religious,  but,  "Where  Ood  has  a  temple 
the  devU  bath  a  chapel." 

Last  year  Britain  Imported,  through  the  Port 

of  London,  2.070,000  pounds  of  Canadian  tobacco, 
compared  with  728,000  pounds  in  1930.  This  is 
one  of  a  thousand  and  one  Illustrations  of  the 
direction  In  which  trade  is  being  developed  ac- 
cording to  the  economic  philosophy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment now  In  power  at  Ottawa.

The  .story  of  Mr.  RoR-s's  life  k% 
told  In  his  book  proves  that  news- 
papermen are  Uke  poets— Ihsy  are 
born,  not  made— and  If  they  are 
bom  that  way  no  obstacles  can 
change  the  eorrent  of  their  life  and 
destlnv  The  father  of  the  Jutarc 
Journalist  appears  to  Iwve  had 
higher  ambitions  for  his  son  than 
the  then  unremuncrathe.  always 
doubtful,  and  frequently  toilsome 
and  painful,  pursuits  of  'telbblers 
for  tho  I1ITS.S  '•  iio  sent  the  boy  to 
a  university  and  enabled  him  to 
qualify  as  a  etvll  engineer.  Mr. 
Roes  actually  was  employed  in 
Montreal  In  the  profession  selected 
for  him  and  was  enjoying  the  then 
handsome  remuneration  of  twenty- 
five  doUars  a  week  when  he  was 
stung  by  the  Journalistic  bug. 
threw  up  his  good  Job  and  entered 
the  service  of  Sir  Hugh  Graham 
(now  Lord  Athelston>,  proprietor 
and  editor  of  The  Montreal  Star, 
on  a  promise  that  upon  proof  of 
competence  he  would  be  paid  the 
princely  sum  of  five  dollars  a  week. 
That  mav  F^cm  to  .lournallst.s  of  the 
present  day  4  paltry  sum,  but  it 
was  higher  than  the  average 
remuneration  of  a  novioe  In  the 
craft,  for  in  those  dajFS  the  stand- 
ard rate  of  pay  was  about  three 
dollars  a  week— 4SSS  than  was  ;>ald 
the  devil  In  the  average  composing 
ro«n  for  his  sooty  servlees.  One  of 
the  best  known  and  most  success- 
ful editors  on  one  of  the  most 
profitable  newspapers  published  in 
the  city  of  Toronto  actually  began 
his  professional  career  on  a  salary 
of  three  doUars  a  week.

But  after  Mr.  Ross  got  ills  foot 
planted  on  ths  ladder,  he  began  to 
climb  and  did  not  .stop  until  he 
reached  the  top.  Prom  Toronto  he 
went  to  Ottawa,  doing  reportortal 
and  editorial  work  on  .vverril  nrws- 
papcrs  there  and  saving  his  money 
'then  and  now  an  unusual  attrib- 
ute >  imtll  he  had  accumulated  a 
sum  of  about  four  thousand  dollars, 
with  which  he  purchased  a  share  in 
The  Journal.  And  after  the  trans- 
action was  completed  he  found  out 
that  he  had  aequlred  a  share  in  a 
newspaper  whlrh  wa.s  without  a 
prmting  plant.  He  had  bought 
merely  the  goodwill  of  a  bosmess, 
and  that  wa.s  not  worth  a  great 
deal,  for  the  businass  instead  of 
paying  dividends  was  aeeumulaUng 
denclt.s.  But  the  part  proprietor 
was  not  dismayed  by  the  prospecu. 
Re  was  bom  with  shrewd  business 
instincts  as  well  as  with  journal- 
istic ambitlona.  The  Journal  today 
Is  a  power  ta  Its  oonsutuency  and 
Its  proprtetor  sseas  to  be  a 
wealthy  nuui  as  wen  as  a  respected 
tnan  and  a  power  for  all  that  is  of 
good  report  throughout  Canada. 
Throughout  his  long  life  he  has 
been  the  friend  of  statesmen  and 
ordinary  men,  and  his  written 
reminiscences  are  of  absorbing  in- 
terest and  should  be  read  by  all 
Canadians,  for  It  Is  eea^aet  hif- 
tory  of  this  country.

"One  practU-e  fraught  with  the 
gravest  damper  for  the  Soviet  is  the 
way  the  people  are  being  starved  to 
enable  the  foreign  trade  monopoly 
to  export  primary  produee  In  order 
to  establish  foreign  credits  for  the 
purcha.se  of  plan  machinery.  Meat 
Ls  almost  an  unknown  item  of  diet. 
MilliorLs  of  young  people  have  never 
fa-sted  It.  and  many  more  millions 
have  not  eaten  it  for  years.  The 
re.sult  i.s  that  a  peculiar  dLsea.se  is 
sweeping  the  country.
